The central files of the FBI reveal no information 
identifiable with the William J. Donovan Award^which is prob- 
ably an award established in honor of William J. Donovan, who 
was born on January i. 1 883 , at Buffalo, New Fork, and who 
died in February, 1959. During World War II, fir. Donovan 
was the head of the Office of Strategic Services (OSS). 


Our files further reveal that in May, 1948, Infor- 
mation was received that Mr. Donovan and a group of former 
members of the OSS incorporated a national society to be knonn 
as the Veterans of Strategic Services (VSS). The statement oi J~ - rV ' 
objectives of the VSS noted that the objectives of this organization 
were of a social, historical and fraternal nature. A further pur-
